'THIEKE have been plenty of books on w itchcraft, 
* 
and most of them have lain in one or the other 
of two categories — they have been dubious tomes 
treating the subject with unscientific awe, or they 
have been exposes, treating it in any way necessary to 
make a sale. William Seabrook’s "W itchcraft” is quite 
different, and although there Is a good deal of lit­ 
erary heartiness inserted to keep the reader s feet on 
the ground, it has a story to tell and tells it very 
well indeed, 
For a long time Seabrook has been collecting m a­ 
terial on witchcraft. 
He has experienced the "art'' 
and at times has perform ed successfully its rites 
He 
does not believe it is supernatural, although a few 
things have happened (such as the adventure of Ju s­ 
tine and the street fair, told at length* which he can ­ 
not explain or any other hypothesis. 
But he has no 
doubt of the power of witches, just tile same. 
It 
makes no difference, he points out, whether there is 
anything supernatural in the mumbo-jumbo of kill­ 
ing a victim by driving nails into a little doll, so long 
as the victim dies. 
Sometimes he does die, although Seabrook believes 
th at never happens unless tile victim knows of the 
rites being practised and fears them. H ie fear may 
be conscious or otherwise, but there must be credence 
before black magic can work — white magic either, 
for that matter. 
There was the case of Louis, a mechanic of France, 
who wanted to marr> a certain witch’s granddaughter. 
The grandm other m ade his image and tangled it in 
briars in her cellar and said her words. 
Louis went 
down the m ountain and lost himself in briars and 
had what was said to be a stroke, 
He denied be­ 
lieving in witchcraft, but Seabrook uncovered the fear 
and cuied Louis. 
There was another case affecting 
Seabrook’s wife, and there were many others affecting 
every sort of person from African .savages to culti­ 
vated "sophisticates." 
The book confiders werewolves, vampires who suck [sgy 
hum an blood, S atanists and mast of the variations 
thereof. Some of the things Seabrook thinks he can 
explain logically. 
One of his vampires, for example, 
was suffering from a blood deficiency and eventually 
died Irom it 
A few tilings in his experience go 
beyond him but not far enough to break down his 
belief in a rational explanation. 
It adds up to one 
of Hie few books of this or any other season which 
can pull a reader clean out of his routine and give 
him chills. 
A few unbalanced souls may be given 
some tiling worse.

Hitler Failed 
To Set Time 
For Invasion 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Herr Hitler’s sportspalast speech 
last night reaffirmed his promise to 
the G erm an people th a t England 
would be smashed—but 
he didn’t 
say when. 
The fuehrer employed the same 
slashing, crowd-swaying technique 
which I have seen him use with 
great effect from th a t same rostrum 
before this. 
Someway, however, it 
didn’t produce the impression of be 
ing an announcem ent of the war’s 
end. 
From his reference to a protracted 
conflict one gathers th at perhaps 
lie expects a long grind yet. At the 
outset of the war he had “told Goer- 
ing to perpare for five years.” he 
said, and then cried: 
"The hour will come when one of 
us two will crack up, and it won’t 
be national socialist Germany." 
Undoubtedly Hitler had m astery 
at the outset of the war and for 
long 
m onths after 
th a t—but 
he 
didn’t take advantage of it. 
Now it 
is fair to say th a t if the Germ ans 
do indeed have mastery, it is po­ 
tential and rests in power which 
hasn’t yet been brought into play. 
H itler 
undoubtedly 
has 
great 
strength in reserve, but ifs hard to 
see why, with mastery of the air, he 
should have so far delayed his final 
assault when speed has m eant so 
much to his success, especially w ith 
bad w eather almost in sight. 
Ex­ 
pert 
neutral 
observers 
generally 
agree th at time weakens Germany 
and strengthens England. 
Some­ 
thing undoubtedly has gone wrong 
with his program. 
However, I think we must accept 
as a possibility th at the nazi chief 
may be getting ready for his big 
fling—a crushing blow on England 
from the air, and then invasion with 
troops. 
It strikes me as possible th a t his 
strategy involves taking advantage 
of the break in the weather. 
He 
may be planning to use it as a shield 
in case his grand coup fails. 
We m ustn't forget th at if and 
when H itler tries an invasion of 
England he will be undertaking one 
of the most hazardous of m ilitary 
projects. 
The only way he can 
achieve it will be first to blast B rit­ 
ain into near insensibility from the 
air. 
Unless th at were done, the 
great British home army and air 
force in all likelihood would pour 
terrible disaster on the head of the 
invading troops. 
But supposing he waits until al­ 
most the time of the change of 
weather for his assault. 
Either he 
sm ashes England quickly and the 
war is over, or he himself is flung 
back in heavy defeat. 
If he en­ 
counters 
a 
crushing 
blow, 
the 
weather intervenes to save him from 
being finished off on his own home 
grounds. 
I am not advancing this idea as 
a probability, but as a possibility 
th a t holds water. 
It may have 
further m eaning when we recall 
that a few weeks ago the Germ ans 
claimed their plans were such that 
the 
weather 
wouldn’t 
m atter 
to 
them. I don’t believe all I hear, but 
I do listen.

Would Try Voluntary

W ashington, Sept 6 <AP)—Rude­ 
ly Jolted by their temporary failure 
to block a postponement of the 
draft, 
house conscription 
leaders 
rallied their surprised forces today 
to stave off move moves for the 
modification of the Burke-W ads- 
worth compulsory m ilitary service 
bill. 
The unexpected reversal occurred 
late 
Thursday 
when 
the 
house 
voted, 185 to 155. to defer the in­ 
auguration of conscription for 60 
days while an effort was made to 
obtain 
400,000 
recruits 
for 
the 
Army by one-year voluntary enlist­ 
ments. 
Despite the setback, those In the 
conscription ranks insisted that the 
Burke-W adsworth 
bill was in no 
danger of eventual defeat and op­ 
ponents of the m easure did not dis­ 
pute them 
Moreover, lndictyjons 
were 
that 
conscription 
leaders 
m ight seek to reverse Thursday’s 
vote before the final roll call. 
The occasion lor the defeat was 
an am endm ent by Rep Fish 'R - 
NY)—Hie first of the many propos­ 
ed modifications of the bill to be 
voted on. 
It would authorize the 
President to issue a call as soon as 
possible for 400,000 volunteers be­ 
tween the ages of 18 and 35. 
The 
recruits would be inducted into the 
Army or National G uard upon en ­ 
listm ent. 
If 400,000 recruits had not been 
obtained at the end of 60 days, con­ 
scription would become operative to 
raise 
whatever 
additional 
men 
needed to fill the quota. 
Opponents of any such postpone­ 
m ent frequently told the house that 
political 
considerations 
governed 
the vote, because if the bill became 
law immediately, the 60-day period 
would end right after the Novem­ 
ber elections.

I he Shoe Box iii New Location 
Soil District Could 
Obtain Forestry Work 
For Entire County 


Under authority of the Norris- 
Doxey bill, congress appropriated a 
small am ount of money to be used 
in a forestry project in each state 
th a t wished to cooperate. 
T he ap ­ 
propriation am ounted to approxi­ 
m ately $4000 for each state, and 
stipulations were th a t a state farm 
forestry 
com mittee 
composed 
of 
members of i n t e r e s t e d public 
agencies 
and 
private 
individuals 
was to set up the way in which the 
project would function. 
The soil conservation service was 
assigned the job of getting the farm 
forestry 
program 
underway. 
In 
Pennsylvania all public agencies and 
interested 
private 
concerns 
were 
asked to cooperate in draw ing up 
the program and in getting the 
project started. 
Those which de­ 
sired to cooperate are as follows: 
Tile U S. forest service, the P enn­ 
sylvania D epartm ent of Forests and 
W aters, 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Game 
commission, the soil conservation 
service, the Allegheny Forest Ex­ 
perim ent 
station, 
the 
A rm strong 
Forest company, and the P. H. G lat- 
felter Pulp company, Spring Grove. 
Under the state program which 
was prepared by the state farm 
forestry committee, the soil con­ 
servation service was to hire the 
forester for the project and the 
Pennsylvania D epartm ent of For­ 
ests and W aters was to supply office 
space and some field help. 
'Hie 
state farm forestry com m ittee lo­ 
cated the project and set-up tile j 
method by which the project would 
operate. 
It is the farm foresters’ 
job to carry out this work. 
The committee decided upon the 


eastern half of A dalid county ma the 
area In which the project was to 
commence. W ithin the project area 
the farm ers are given free technical 
Help and advice by a trained forester 
in the growing and handling of their 
woodlands, the m arketing of their 
woodland products, and the planting 
of trees. Farm ers who wish to take 
advantage of this farm forestry pro­ 
gram will also be given free tech­ 
nical help in furthering a game and 
wild Hie program on their farms 
and also an erosion control program. 
'Hie object of the entire program 
is to further conservation on the 
land and to Increase the money in ­ 
come to the farm er by proper land 
use. 
The above nam ed farm forestry 
committee has agreed th a t if a 
board of supervisors, such as would 
be formed under a soil conservation 
district in Adams county, request 
that the project be set-up so as to 
include the entire county, then the 
committee would approve the action. 
Such action would give the land­ 
owners and farm ers of the western 
half of Adams county the benefits 
of the program.
